5,000 more troops 


rushed to Cambodia

SAIGON (TJPI) — Allied commanders 
threw 5,000 more men into the Cambodian 
campaign today, and American command­ 
ers said tonight U.S. tanks and other 
armored vehicles were “ deep in the heart 
of” 
the Communist command area for 
Vietnam War operations. 
Military spokesmen said campaigns in 
two regions across the Cambodian fron­ 
tier not far from Saigon had killed al­ 
most 
2,000 
Communists and captured 
hundreds of tons of weapons and supplies. 
Military sourcessaid more drives across 
the border were in the planning stages. 
So far 30,000 men are involved. 
By nightfall tonight American armored 
units had pushed at least 15 miles across 
the border of Route 7, a well paved north- 
south 
highway formerly used to haul 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong war 
supplies into South Vietnam. 
I he primary objective of the American 
drive into the “ fishhook” regionofCam- 
bodia 67 miles northwest of Saigon was 
to seek out and occupy the Central Of­ 
fice for South Vietnam (COSVNY head­ 
quarters for Communist war activities 
in Cambodia and Vietnam. 
“ It’s here and we’re in the heart of 
it,” a U.S. commander told UPI corres­ 
pondent Leon Daniel. 
But the A merh ans and their South Viet- 
namese allies had yet to uncover the Com­ 
munist COSVN itself, the officer admit­ 
ted. 
A total of 30,000 troops -8,000Amer­ 
icans and 22,000 South Vietnamese — 
now are inside Cambodia, half of them 
in the Parrot’s Beak 35 miles west of 
Saigon, the other half in the Fishhook 
67 miles north of the capital.

The extra 5,000 troops, all govern­ 
ment soldiers, were thrown into the Par­ 
rot’s Beak during the weekend as two 
massive armored columns overran the 
village of Ba Thu, believed to be a Viet 
Cong training center. 
Allied officials said more such cross- 
border incursions were planned, perhaps 
three more, into areas specified by Pres­ 
ident Nixon last Thursday as Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese sanctuaries posing 
a threat to the safety of U.S. troops in 
South Vietnam. 
The deepest U.S. penetration so far 
into Cambodia has been 20 miles with 
the establishment of a patrol base in 
the Fishhook. Government troops went 
35 miles into the Parrot’s Beak, reaching 
the city of Svay Rieng, and now are 
sweeping back toward Saigon, hunting for 
caches. 
President Nixon had said the allies 
planned to stay six to eight weeks in 
Cambodia or until the Communist base 
areas and headquarters were wiped out, 
thereby taking 
away t h e guerrillas*’ 
springboard, for attacks into Vietnam. 
Field reports said the allies have 
killed 1,952 Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
namese while capturing 41 trucks, 220 
tons of rice, 10 tons of medical sup­ 
plies and hundreds of tons of weapons, 
including 3,000 rifles. It was described 
as just a scratch on the surface. 
American losses in the Fishhook were 
put at 13 dead and 46 wounded, with 
South Vietnamese casualties in both 
operations estimated at 151 dead and 560 
wounded. The allies have taken 359 pri­ 
soners. 


Grefco work 
halt to be 
mediated 


A federal mediator was expected to 
meet with both sides in Los Angeles to­ 
day in an attempt to settle a strike of 
the International Union of District 50 
Allied and Technical Workers of United 
States - Canada against theGrefco Inc. 
plant in Lompoc. 
A Grefco spokesman in Los Angeles 
said this morning that the situation re­ 
mained the same as when 108 em­ 
ployes went on strike Friday morning, 
closing down the plant. 
Union workers failed to ratify a con­ 
tract agreement during a meeting last 
I hursday night and voted to go on strike 
at midnight, that night. Pickets have 
been maintained around the plant since 
that time. 
Union officials saidthe rejection of the 
contract was based on “ economics.” 
Ed 
Hauenstein of 
Lompoc Valley 
Trucking Co., Inc., said this morning 
that the strike also brought his opera­ 
tion to a halt. He said that 99 per cent 
of his business is with Grefco and since 
the plant is closed he also cannot op­ 
erate. 
He said his employes are members of 
the same union and would not cross the 
picket lines at Grefco even if they had 
the opportunity. However, since the plant 
is closed the material his trucks bring 
in cannot be used anyway. 
Hauenstein said he was in the middle 
of negotiations with the union himself 
until the strike started and now meet­ 
ings have been called off until the Gref­ 
co strike is settled. His contract with 
the union ends May 15, Hauenstein said. 
The union contract with Grefco ex­ 
pired April 30. 
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Kosygin pleads for halt 
to Cambodia aggression 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Premier Alexei 
M. Kosygin today rejected a new Geneva 
Conference on Indochina and said the 
Soviet Union “ calls on all the peoples 
of the world to stop the aggression in 
Cambodia.” 
He accused the United States of a 
“ crude violation” of the Geneva agree­ 
ments in Indochina and of trying to draw 
Southeast Asia into its military blocs. 
“ These are imperialist, aggressive 
aims alien to the interests of the people 
and therefore they are inevitably doomed 
to failure,” he said. 
Speaking at the first Moscow news con­ 
ference he has held since he succeeded 
Nikita S. Khurshchev in 1964 he said: 
"Now is not the time for conferences, 
it is the time for action.” 
“ Now the Soviet government calls on 
all the peoples of the world to stop the 
aggression in Cambodia.” 
Kosygin spoke in a government guest 
house in the Lenin Hills on the edge of 
Moscow. 
“ For Washington to explain the ac­ 
tion in Indochina was designed to save 
the lives of American soldiers — that is 
strange 
logic,” Kosygin said, reading 
from notes before television cameras. 
He said the American action “ is a 
crude violation of international law, and 
as such it should be denounced.” 
He said that “ if the U.S. government 
really wants to save the lives of hun­ 
dreds of Amercan soldiers then there is 
a simple solution: do not send American 
soldiers to Laos, Vietnam and Cambo­ 
dia.” 
Speaking sternly, he said the United 
States was expanding the war in Indo­ 
china where its “ main goal is to sup­ 
press progressive regimes and subject 
them to American interests.” 
He accused the United States of car­ 
rying out “ barbarous bombings ” and set­ 
ting up concentration camps. 
“ Who gave the United States the right 
to be the judge of what is good and what 
is bad for other peoples? Who gave it 
the right to be an international gendarme ? 
“ Nobody gave them this right.” 
He warned “ the result of the inva­ 
sion of American troops into Cambodia 
can cause further complications in the in­ 
ternational situation.” 
Noting what he termed a discrepancy 
between the words and the deeds of Pres­ 
ident Nixon, he said, “ The government 
of the United States in fact is strength- 
ing even more its aggressive militarist 
course. ” 
He said “ the people of Indochina have 
the right to be masters in their own 
home. 
“ The expansion of American aggres­ 
sion in Southeast Asia will meet a reso­ 
lute rebuff from the side of the people 
of Vietnam and Cambodia and all peace- 
loving people. 
“ The Soviet government will draw the 
respective conclusions from such actions 
of the United States government,” Kosy­ 
gin warned, ending his 12 - minute state­ 
ment and 
accepting questions from the 
assembled correspondents.

HONG KONG (U PI)—Communist China 
c alled the expansion of the Vietnam War 
into Cambodia a “ mad provo* ation” by 
the United States and pledged to support 
Communist elements in Indochina “ with 
all our forces,” Peking Radio said early 
Tuesday. 
The Chinese comment came in an offi­ 
cial government statement issued last 
Friday evening but not broadcast until 
early Tuesday (11 a.m. EDT Monday). 
It was the first formal response to 
President Nixon’s announcement of U.S. 
action in Cambodia. 
The statement coincided with a Moscow 
news 
conference by Soviet Premier 
Alexei N. Kosygin who called on the 
peoples of the world to stop the ag­ 
gression in Indochina and said now “ is 
the time for action.” There was no indi­ 
cation whether the two statements were 
coordinated. 
China reiterated its pledge to 
give 
“ powerful backing” to the Communist 
forces in Indochina and to “ support their 
anti - U.S. and national salvation strug­ 
gle through to the end.” 
The statement also denounced the re- 
cent bombing of some areas of North 
Vietnam, announced by U.S. authorities. 
This, combined with the large-scale 
American intervention in Cambodia, the 
statement said, “ is a most serious move 
by U.S. imperialism in further expanding 
its war of aggression in Indochina.”

N. Vietnam 
strikes told;

WASHINGTON fi PI) —TheDefenseDe- 
partment saidtoday that U.S. forces made 
air strikes at three points in North 
Vietnam in tin past several days but that 
no more were planned. 


Assistant Defense Secretary Daniel Z. 
Henken told newsmen at the Pentagon: 
“ I want to inform you that these rein­ 
forced protective reaction strikes, which 
were all that were planned, have been 
terminated. 


“ We have no plans now for addition­ 
al reinforced protective reaction strikes, 
but I want to tell you again that we 
are, of course, prepared as necessary 
to continue to protect our unarmed re­ 
connaissance pilots.” 


At the White House, the weekend air 
strikes were described as consistent with 
a long - standing policy of so-called 
“ protective reaction” and did 
not 
constitute a change in policy.

Ziegler de lared, “ There lias not 
been a resumption of the bombing of the 
North..”

Three killed in Kent 
University uprising

Gunlire broke out today in a battle be­ 
tween Ohio National Guardsmen and 3,- 
000 student antiwar protesters at Kent 
State University. At least three per­ 
sons — two Guardsmen and a student 
were reported killed and at least 15 stu­ 
dents were injured. 
The outbreak at the Kent, Ohio,school 
was the most violent of a series of 
campus protests against U.S. expansion 
of the Vietnam war into Cambodia. 
In another campus development, anti­ 
war protesters blocked the entrances to 
at least three buildings on the Stanford 
University campus at I alo Alto, Calif. 
The battle on the Kent campus was 
the product of mounting tensions. Earlier 
today, authorities began arresting Kent 
students “ by the busload” and at least 
two were reported wounded by bayonets. 
As the day progressed, nearly 3,000 
students rallied on the center of the cam­ 
pus in defiance of orders not to assem­ 
ble. They were dispersed by tear gas, 
but gathered again and pelted guards­ 
men with rocks and threw back tear 
gas < anisters. 
The gunfire followed. Wounded stu­ 
dents were reported uncons* io u s and 
covered with blood — one shot in the leg 
and two in the abdomen. 
Eleven Eastern college newspaper edi­ 
tors Sunday called for a nationwide stu­ 


dent

“ against the univer­ 
sities” twit “ by the entire university” 
to protest the Southeast Asia action.

“ I pray with all my soul that 
it will be successful and, when 
it is, we will have achieved a 
new bird—a red-laced dove,” 
he added. 
Murphy said intervention in 
Cambodia was necessary be­ 
cause “ it is all the same war” 
that is being fought in Vietnam. 
Reagan told the conservative 
GOP organization that Nixon’s 
decision 
“ affirmed the prin­ 
ciple that we do not take lightly 
writing 
off 
a 
few 
for 
the 
convenience ofthemany. 
“ This is the first time since 
Eisenhower that a president 
made it clear that surrender is 
not an alternative acceptable to 
the United States,” he added. 
UROC demonstrated its ap­ 
proval of Nixon’s action by 


adopting an emergency resolu­ 
tion urging the President “ to 
terminate the war in Vietnam 
as quickly as possible through 
m ilitary victory.” 
The resolution also urged 
Congress to “ support President 
Nixon’s move to shorten the 
war by destroying the enemy 
forces in Cambodia.” 
The convention, as expected, 
endorsed Reagan, Lt. Gov. Ed 
Reinecke and 
Murphy in the 
primary. No endorsement was 
made for the office of controller.

Pharmacy fee 


cuts ordered 


The 
State Department 
of 
Health 
Care Services today 
ordered a 10 percent cut in 
pharmacy fees for two months 
to avoid cutting off medicines 
to nearly two million Medi-Cal 
patients. 
Dr. Earl W, Brian said the 
May 8 to July 1 reduction is 
necessary to balance the pro­ 
gram’s medicines budget as 
required by law. 
The professional fees that 
Medi-Cal pays at some 4,000 
pharmacies will drop from $2,- 
30 to $2.07 for each prescrip­ 
tion for the remainder of the fis­ 
cal year. 
Dr. Brian emphasized that the 
cut “ should not have any effect 
on Medi-Cal patients. 
“ By law, when we find that 
any of five program categories 
will exceed its budget by more 
than 10 percent, it must be 
reduced — if possible — without 
cutting patient services,” he 
said. 
Medi-Cal prescriptions, bud­ 
geted this fiscal year for $57. 
4 million, are projected to go 
over the 10 percent variation 
by $1,000,000 (m) to $64 mil­ 
lion unless checked. 
The pharmaceutical fee cut 
was ordered “ only after all 
possibilities 
were explored. 
The decision was discussed with 
the California Pharmaceutical 
Association,” the director said.

Continued study sought on 'shuttle' studies 


Three aerospace contractors 
— Lockheed M issiles and Space 
Co., 
McDonnell Douglas As­ 
tronautics Co. and North Am er­ 
ican Rockwell’s Space Division 
— have submitted proposals at 
the request of the space agen­ 
cy for continuation of nuclear 
shuttle definition studies. 
The proposals are presently 
being evaluated at the NASA- 
M arshall Space Flight Center. 
The nuclear flight system defl 
inition studies were started in 
Ju ly 1969. The objective of the 
studies at that time was to de­ 
fine the system requirements 
for a nuclear stage to be used 
p rim arily 
as 
an expendable 
third stage of the Saturn V 
launch vehicle. 
7 hese studies 
showed that with the develop­ 
ment of the nuclear stage, the 
Saturn V would be capable of 
injecting 
170,000 pounds into 
a translunar trajectory. This is 
an increase of approximately 
60,000 pounds over the current 
Saturn 
V-Apollo 
system and 
would 
make 
possible the in­ 
crease of man’s capability to 
remain on the lunar surface for 
up to 28 days with a single Sa­ 
turn V launch. 
The nuclear flight system def­ 
inition studies were broadened 
in October 1969 to include reus­ 
able nuclear shuttle concepts as 


a result of program analyses 
last year by NASA and by the 
President’s Space Task Group 
to define an integrated program 
plan for achieving space goals 
in the next two decades. 
A nuclear shuttle designed to 
operate between earth orbit and 
lunar orbit is now being con­ 
sidered. It would be used in 
conjunction with another (chem­ 
ical) shuttle which would op­ 
erate between earth and earth 
orbit. These two reusable shut­ 
tle craft are being considered 
as a part of an overall trans­ 
portation system for space ex­ 
ploration. 
The 
nuclear 
shuttle, once 
placed 
in orbit, would deliv­ 
er payloads to a lunar orbit or 
other destinations and return 
to earth orbit. The nuclear shut­ 
tle would then be refueled with 
propellant 
brought 
to 
orbit 
by 
the earth orbital 
shuttle 
and then be used for addition­ 
al missions. The earth - to - 
orbit shuttle would reduce the 
overall 
earth 
orbital trans­ 
portation costs from $1,000 per 
pound for the Saturn V system 
to $100 per pound. With the ad­ 
dition of the nuclear shuttle to 
the transportation system, the 
cost of delivering payload to 
lunar orbit could be reduced 
from approximately $5,000 per 


pound for the current Saturn V- 
A polio system to approximately 
$500 per pound for the earth- 
to-orbit shuttle - nuclear shuttle 
transportation system. 
A variety of nuclear shuttle 
concepts will be studied under 
the proposed contract exten­ 
sions. These concepts will use 
the N ERV A 
engine 
which is 
currently under development by- 
NASA and the Atomic Energy 
Commission.

meter nuclear stage which is 
placed in orbit by the Saturn V 
and refueled by the earth - to - 
orbit shuttle. Lockheed w ill stu­ 
dy a completely modular con­ 
cept in which the earth - to - 
orbit shuttle is used to trans­ 
port modules to orbit which are 
then assembled into the nuclear

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The type of oxygen tank carried by 
Apollo 13 ;s made of beryllium. Such 
tanks carry oxygen under heavy pres­ 
sure. But such tanks have their limits. 
If the pressure gets too great, they 
explode like hand grenades. 
An electrical short circuit could cause 
a build - up of pres­ 
sure. So 
could 
a 
breakdown 
in 
the 
cooling system which 
keeps the oxygen at 
proper temperature. 
(A rise in the temp­ 
erature causes 
gas 
to expand, creating 
pressure. 
W h e n 
there is no room to 
expand, 
the pres­ 
sures that can be built up are tremen­ 
dous.) 
It is known from the data that there 
was a build-up of pressure in an oxy­ 
gen tank aboard Apollo 13 shortly before 
the explosion. 
This is some of the part-fact, part- 
con jecture discussion now 
going on 
among scientists involved with man in 
space. 
No one is certain whether what is re­ 
lated above actually occurred. 
But if this is, in fact, the type of 
explosion which did take place, it prob­ 
ably happened quickly. The time from the 
beginning build-up of pressure to the ex­ 
plosion was perhaps a matter of minutes 
- say 10 at the most. 


The Apollo 13 astronauts would have 
had no way to stop it. 
Such an explosion possibly could be 
prevented by building the walls of an oxy­ 
gen 
tank 
thicker. 
Or 
perhaps the 
pressure build-up and the explosion could 
have been averted by putting redundancy 
in the cooling system, that is by build­ 
ing an alternate cooling system that could 
be flicked into operation if the pressure 
in an oxygen tank started to rise unduly. 
But it would have to be done quickly. 
Or a switch could be installed which 
would enable the astronauts to release 
some of the oxygen from a tank at the 
first sign of increasing pressure. 
It must be emphasized that it is not 
certain the explosion was as described 
above. As noted in a previous column, 
it may be that the scientists will never 
know for certain. That is even if they 
know a tank exploded, they may never be 
< ertain what caused that explosion. 
What is certain is that the next Apollo 
will 
have 
even more safety features. 
There will be more redundancy, whi< h 
means there will be more substitute or 
alternate systems to use in an emer­ 
gency if one or more major systems 
fail. 
But this will create new problems. The 
weight in an Apollo is figured so close­ 
ly that every pound added is a major 
worry. Add too many pounds and you 
create new hazards even more dangerous 
(and perhaps more likely to occur) than 
an oxygen tank explosion. 
W hat happens when you add five or 10 
pounds to strengthen an oxygen contain­ 
er, some more pounds to provide for an 
alternate cooling system and several 
more pounds here and there to provide 
against other possible dangers? 
1 hese are not easy questions to solve. 
They will take time.

Brandt proving effective 


BONN, Germany’s 
well - advertised 
economic miracle with fat Ludwig Erhard 
as its patron saint is matched today by 
a political miracle. The fact that Willy 
Brandt is chancellor seems in itself 
little short of miraculous. 
In a society so long ridden by caste 
and rank Brandt should by the standards 
of the past be an outcast. This reporter 
has a vivid memory of hearing the late 
Konrad Adenaeur during the election 
campaign of 1961 make a fiery political 
speech. Although the Berlin Wall had 
gone up only 24 hours before, adenaeur 
three times referred to his social demo­ 
cratic rival as a bastard. 
His mother was a 
salesgirl in a cooper­ 
ative store in Lue- 
beck, his father un» 
known. In 1933 he 
fled the Nazis and 
took refuge in Nor­ 
way where he bee ime 
— 
a Norweigan citizen. 
In 
Norweigan 
uni- 
form he served as 
V 
press attache in Nor­ 
way’s 
embassy 
in 
Berlin. 
This is the man who, in six months 
as chancellor of the federal republic 
has made a deep imprint on the world 
and on his own country. His stock is 
steadily rising in the opinion polls. 
Brandt is the only figure on the European 
scene to pioneer a new path between 
east and west, Breaking the stalemate 
that was a heritage of the cold war. 
Because it is a bold course and 
because the back-seat drivers want to 
keep alive the old fears there is some 
misunderstanding of the goal. No one 
in authority here has any illusion about 
a federation of the two Germanys, west 
and east, in the foreseeable future. Nor 
is there any prospect of Bonn recognizing 
the Communist regime in East Berlin 
in any formal legal sense. 


The wholly pragmatic approach is to 
get agreement on removing sources 
of tension between the two Germanys. 
By relaxing tensions along the border 
the danger of an incident that could 
trigger a war is greatly reduced. In 
a slightly lower key this is the goal 
of the four allied powers — the United 
States, Britain, France and the Soviet 
Union — in a new series of meetings 
in Berlin. 


At the same time the Brandt govern 
ment is moving to bring about better 
relations with neighboring Communist 
powers. One of Germany’s most-skilled 
diplomats, George F. Duekwitz, a state 
secretary in the foreign office, is in 
Warsaw negotiating with the Gomulka 
government. Brandt has said that he 
respects the Order-Neisse Line, the 
border established by Soviet conquest. 
He adds that prevailing treaties will 
remain in force until a final peace 
settlement. 
I he opening to the east has an in- 
calculable potential. But the leadership 
Brandt has taken in western Europe 
has meant an achievement already in 
hand. Largely through his influence at 
the meeting of the common market 
leaders 
at 
the 
Hague the door for 
Britain’s eventual entry was opened. 
The Brandt foreign policy makes the 
headlines in the world press. He be­ 
lieves deeply in the need to expand the 
entire frame of German life and part­ 
icularly in education where the old 
order of caste and rank has kept a 
tight hold on the educational structure. 


It is hardly necessary to add that, 
among other things, Brandt is an astute 
potftican. Political skill of 1 high order 
was essential last October in welding 
a coalition with the free Democrats, 
whose 30 seats represented the balance 
of power in the Parliament. In the 
election in September the social Demo 
crats, for 20 years the majority party, 
got 46.1 per cent. 
Brandt has mastered the sine qua 
non of the politican today — television. 
He comes across not as a clever per- 
iormer but as the good German speak­ 
ing straight common sense to his fellow 
Germans. 
The record in leadership since 1945 
is extraordinary. 
Adenauer presided 
over the initial partnership with the 
I nited States that saw large sums of 
Marshall PLm aid helping to restore 
German industry. Erhard gave the go 
ahead for the booming economy. And 


now Brandt has demonstrated that the 
ancient prejudices of class and caste 
do not stand in the way of a man 
of drive and ability. 
The demonstration is, above all, in 
the maturity of the German electorate, 
that voted for the social Democrats 
under Brandt’s leadership. He got many 
votes from the 40- to 50-year-olds. 


There is another important fact that 
sets Brandt apart from the rigid ortho 
doxy of the past. In a land where Herr 
Doktor Professor is a handle attached 
to most names at the top of the ladder 
Brandt hasn’t a single university degree. 
Out of the terrible ravages of Nazism 
and war he has come to the top on his 
own.

Teddy ’s spirits

BOSTON (NEA) 
The notable thing about Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy these days is the vast im­ 
provement in his spirits. He is much like 
the cheerful, adventurous Kennedy I fol­ 
lowed for three hectic days in Alaska just 
a year ago. 
No one in his camp nor any seasoned 
Democratic 
leader in Massachusetts 
has any doubt that he will win re-elec­ 
tion to the U.S. Senate this fall by a hand­ 
some margin —despite the Chappaquid- 
dick incident of 1969 and the presence 
of an attractive 
Republican opponent 
Josiah Spaulding. 
Watching Kennedy in 
two St. Patrick’s 
Day 
parades 
and accom-

in last year’s tragic accident. They seem 
ready to give him a resounding vote of 
confidence. 
The forgivers include especially the 
middle - aged women who sometimes are 
the harshest critics of episodes where 
women are involved. A young woman 
secretary, Mary Jo Kopechne, died last 
July while riding with Kennedy late one 
night as he accidentally drove off an old 
wooden bridge. 
At St. Mark’s auditorium in Law­ 
rence, I saw a determined middle-aged 
woman grab him hard and kiss him on the 
cheek as he milled among tired parad- 
ers. It happened on other occasions and 
sometimes a woman’s tight grip caused 
him to wince from the pain in his long- 
damaged back. 
I hat day at St. Mark’s he was intro­ 
duced as “ our wonderful, respected sen­ 
ator,” and the warm response which fol­ 
lowed 
was 
typical 
of the friendly 
greetings he got along two parade routes. 
There 
was no visible hostility and no 
critical placard could be seen anywhere. 


I talked twice with Kennedy privately 
once in his office high above downtown 
Boston and overlooking its sprawling 
harbor. I found him much more resilient 
than in November, though even then his 
spirits were plainly on the mend. 


There is a sense that Chappaquiddick is 
behind him — never to be forgotten but no 
longer that gravely crippling thing it was 
for manv months last year. 


The transcript of the January hearings 
into Chappaquiddick offered little fresh 
detail, and added nothing to the severe 
self-indictment Kennedy asserted last 
July in acknowledging confosed negli­ 
gence in the aftermath of the fatal 
accident. 


The night before the big St. Patrick’s 
Day parade in South Boston, he held an 
important strategy meeting with key ad­ 
visers in his lofty Eoston office. There 
had been others in February and Decem­ 
ber. Kennedy’s brother-in-law, Stephen. 
Smith of New York, a top expert, attend­ 
ed only the first session. 


Probably he 
cannot 
come close to 
matching his 1.4 million vote margin of 
1964, when he was helped mightily by 
Sen. Barry Goldwater’s weakness as a 
GOP presidential nominee, by sympathy 
for himself as the victim of a broken 
back, and by sympathy for his assfssi- 
nated brother, John. 


But he wants to surpass his 1962 mar­ 
gin of 250,000, and his ability to do that 
will be the real gauge on his recovery 
from Chappaquiddick in a state with a 


steadily rising number of independent 
voters. 
Kennedy’s 
adversary, 
Spaulding, a 
47-year old lawyer 
and former state 
GOP 
official, 
professes great confi­ 
dence and is laboring hard. Strongly 
appealing as a candidate, he might do sur­ 
prisingly well. But the odds run heavily 
with the much-restored Ted Kennedy.
